trust. It is claimed. Is John It. Do Pasboh,"an alleged lawyer" of New York
City, and the plan of organization of
.the trust Is to send an expert to value
all' the potteries and Invoice each one,
which aro to l»e iwild for on the basis of
one-third ea^h, one-third preferred and
the remainder in common stock of the
trust. All the concerns which arc
thus absorbed disorganize as local
companies, or partnerships, and their
interests go licto the trust. Those who
refuse to submit to the process of amalgamationare confronted by the threat
of ruinous competition. The plaintiff
says that none of the small companies
standing out independently could long
survive the effects of the combination,
that the defendants or nearly all of
them, have submitted to the terms proposedto the American Potteries Company,and are about to surrender to it
and enter the trust, which wll result In
the creation of a complete monopoly,
which will ntiln the trade, and destroy
plaintiff's business. It is claimed that
the proposed trust Is in violation of the
law of Ohio, and the court Is asked to
enjoin Its formation, and prevent the
American Potteries Company from carryingout its^ schemes to swallow up
the smaller concerns In Ohio.

The warm weather has had the desired
effect on the Ice, and it is fast disappearingfrom the Ohio. Captains passingBellaire this morning telephoned to
Pittsburgh that the ice was rapidly
thinning out. and that the towboats ;
would be able some time to-day to push
their tows ahead, instead of stringing
them out behind.
There Is every indication of another

rise in the rivers. The Allegheny and
Mongahela are rising at nearly all
points, and, as rain is predicted for tonight,a good-sized river is loked for
unless the weather turns very cold.
Colder weather is predicted for to-morrnwnight, but if It rains to-night the
rain will have all reached the rivers beforethat time. There Is soem coal loadedand awaiting shipment, but there Is
not a grout amount of It. What coal Is
loaded Is chiefly being held In the pools,
but it can soon be gotten out for shipment.
